A delayed 2020 census 
count likely would force the 
Texas Legislature to draw new 
congressional and state legis- 
lative districts during a special 
session in summer 2021, and 
perhaps repeat the process for 
Texas House and Senate dis- 
tricts two years later. 

The minimum four- 
month delay in completing 
the decennial census, being 
sought by the Census Bureau, 
might also end up pushing 
back the date of the March 
2022 party primaries. 

On Monday, Commerce 
Secretary Wilbur Ross 
announced that, as a result 
of the coronavirus pandemic, 
all Census Bureau field opera- 
tions would be canceled until 
June 1, and the agency would 
not be able to complete the 
count until Oct. 31. 

Ross wants Congress to 
enact legislation delaying the
